In 
most  varieties  we  can  furnish  small  bulbs,  f  to  1  inch  in 
diameter,  at  one  half  these  prices.  These  small  bulbs,  with 
good  care,  will  produce  excellent  blooms,  and  will  make  more 
bulblets  than  large  bulbs. 

We  especially  urge  that  wherever  possible  at  least  100 
bulbs  be  planted,  including  early,  mid-season  and  late  varie¬ 
ties,  so  that  you  may  have  enough  open  at  one  time  to  cut  an 
attractive  bouquet,  also  have  a  long  season  of  bloom.  This 
may  be  done  in  a  small  space  as  they  may  be  planted  from 
4  to  6  inches  apart. 

If  possible  grow  them  by  the  thousand.  Select  a  few  by 
name  for  a  trial  garden  and  plant  one  or  more  thousand  mixed 
bulbs  in  a  bed  for  landscape  and  cutting.  For  this  purpose 
you  will  find  collections  A  or  B,  on  another  page  admirably 
adapted. 

A  bed  3  feet  wide  and  50  feet  long  is  ample  for  1000 
bulbs.

GOLD  ELSIE  is  a  Primulinus  Hybrid,  being  a  cross  of 
Primulinus  Species  on  an  unnamed  seedling  from  Golden 
Measure. 

It  is  extremely  early,  blooming  with  us  this  year  before 
Gold  Eagle,  planted  the  same  day. 

It  is  extremely  deep  yellow,  being,  in  some  conditions  at 
least,  even  deeper  than  Souvenir. 

While  it  is  a  first  cross  Prim  Hybrid,  it  has  a  tendency  to 
open  up  rather  wide,  showing  less  hooding  than  most  prims. 

Being  a  combination  of  extremely  early,  extremely  deep 
color,  and  a  first  cross  prim  of  good  size,  Gold  Elsie  should 
prove  a  valuable  variety  to  use  in  hybridizing,  especially  as  it 
carries  Golden  Measure  influence.
